THE BAGHDAD RAILWAY. 


Th ival of jnterest in the Baghdad Rail- 
way cane eich the rumours of an Anglo- 
Roagsian understanding have evoked consider. 
able discussion in the homie Press. The 
“Morning Post’s” correspondent at Berlir. 
writes that he is assured from an official source 
that there is no troth in the ramours which 
are circulating in génerally well-informed 
circles that negotiations are afoot with the 
object of effecting a reversal of the decision 
‘ormed by Mr Balfour's Cabinet thiee years 
ago to refrain from encouraging the participa- 
tion of British capital in the Baghdad Railway. 
Germany, he is informed, has certainly made 
no fresh overtare3, and Sir Edward Grey, to 
jadge by his recant statement in the House 
of Commons, does not contemplate taking any 
initiative in this question. | 

The circumstance has not been forgotten 
in Berlin that, according to reports authenti- 
cated.at the tims, both Mr. Balfour and the 
Marquis of Lansdowne were pefsonally in 
favoar of the association of British capital in 
the German enterprise. Those statesmen were, 
however, out-voted by their collesgues, who are 
suppored to have been inflaenced by the anti- 
German articles of two prominent London 
journals, This being so, it has always been falt 
in authoritative circles in Germany that the 
future might bring about a revocation ora 
modification of the negative attitude adopted 


{ by the manour Cabinet. That time, however,

in the opinion of the German Government, has 
not yet arrived. 
. Meanwhile the belief is. widesproad in 
Berlin that German dip'omacy is planning 
to improve its position as regards the prospacts 
of the Baghdad Railway and also of trade 
generally in Central and Westera Asia by 
taking a hand in the stroggle for inflaenca in 
Persia. ‘I'he policy of Gsrmany hitherto has 
basn practically one of abstentioa from 
all diplomatic activity in th3 Domin‘ons 
of the Shah, bat there are now several 
indications, includ'ng the receat appoint- 
ment of her new and remarkably able 
Minister to Teheran and the establishment 
of a steamship service to fhe Persian 
Galf, that she is preparing to abandon this 
attitade and to make her i fideace felt in 
those regions. That she would proclaim her 
fresh departare by negotiating for the cession 
of a ooaling station in the Persian Galf, as 
is reported from Paris, is, however, entirely 
anlikely. Indeed, the statements issued on 
this subject from the French cspital and 
published in London are desoribed as a mare’s- 
nest. 

The scheme is very thoroaghly dealt with 
in’ the latest number of “The Spectator.” Our 
s/itemporary thinks that ia all probability we 


| shall immediately be asked to prove the since- 


rity of ourdesire to te on good terms with 
Germany, and to establish a better understand- 
ing with her Government. The test proposed 
will be onr assent to the Baghdad Railway. In 
our opinion (says the “Spectator”) our Govern- 
ment should most certainly do. nothing ‘to 
oppose the making of that railway. We say 
now in the most absolute terme, as we said 
when the scheme was mooted some four yeara 
ago, that no railway can be laid on any part of 
the world’s surtace without benefit to Britain. 
Britain, as the greatest of trading nations, must 
be the better for more railways. Most foolishly, 
wo attempted to prevent the cotting of the 
Suez Canal ; bat the Suez Canal was ont, and 
proved of immense material benefit to Britain. 
In the same way, if, the Baghdad Railway is 
made, it is certain to carry large quantities of 
British goods, and so to benefit British trade. 
Ciearly, then, no obstacles should be placed 
by us—and we are convinced that none will 
be placed by us—in the way of the Baghdad 
Railway. When, however, as we expect will 
prove to be the case, we are not merely asked 
to refrain from throwing obstacles in the way 
of the railway, but are asked as a Government 
to sanction and patronise that railway officially, 
a very different Question arises. What we 
objected to on the former occasion, and 
what we feel cbliged to object to now, is the 
proposition that the name of the Britirh 
Government should be placed, as it were, upon 
the prospectus of the Baghdad Railway, 
and that British investors should be asked 
to put their money into the scheme under the 
encouragement or moral guarantee of our 
Government. That proposition is a very differ- 
eat matter, and seéms to us one open to the 
very gravest objection. 

Now, however, we are in effect told that we 
ehall be guilty of an unfriendly act towards 
Germavy if we do not change our practice in 
this respect, and, as we have said, allow the 
name of the British Government to be placed 
upon the prospectus of the Baghdad Railway. 
We cannot give the investor the right, if the 
railway fails as a speculation, to turn upon 
the British Government and say: “Yon gave 
usa moral goarantee for the investment of 
ourmoney.” Again, if the question of the 
Indian mail subsidies is raised, we do not 
think that the British Government ought to 
go farther than to say that if, when the rail- 
way is built, it can be shown that three or 


foor daya can be saved by sending the mails 
(B¥ the Baghdad Railway, then no doubt we 


shall send them by that route, provided, of 
course, that the railway will give os reasonable 
terms. British mails must travel by the 
quickest route, granted that those who control 
the quickest route: do not meke their terms 
too onerous, 

The promotera of the Baghdad Railway 
should carry out their railway by an honest 
and straightforward appeal to the investors 
of the world, and not by-any elaborate diplo- 
matic or financial hocus-pooas. There is plenty 
of money in Germany, in Eogland, and in 
France for any and every sound commercial 
project. Ifa project is not reasonably sound 
commercially, it is better that the world should 
hear no more’of it. Onr hope, however, is 
that the promoters of the Baghdad Railway, 
abandoning all diplomatic and financial finesse, 
will be able to get their money in the open 
market and build their railway . If they do, 
we have no donbt that British trade and 
con merce, in conjonction with the trade and 
commerce of the rest of the world, will im- 
manrely benefit thereby.

According to a “Times” correspondent, 
the report of the Ewir el Haj, Lewa Ibra- 
him Fathy Pacha, is highly sati-factory from 
every point of view, and bears ample testimony 
to the wisdom: of the measures taken this year 
feguard the lives and property of Egyptian 
pilgrims from the law‘ess Bedouins of the Hed- 
jaz. The Jeddah-Mecca -pilgrim road was well 
gnarded this year by Turkish troops, only 
few petty thefts being reported. Arafat, where 
pilgrims had been robbed snd. mordered in 
previous years, was held by a post of Ottoman 
regalars and Zaptiehs, and was in consequence 
perfectly safe, and the Bedonuins of this part of 
the Hedjaz, two tribes of whom had indulged 
in a regular engagement within sight of the 
headquarters of the Vali of the Hedjazin 1904, 
had been cowed by the public execation at 
Mecca of several notorious brigands by the 
orders of Ali Pacha, the new Sherif of Mecca. 
Medina appears to have been quict, bat its: 
Governor, fearing an attack by the Bani’Harb 
should-the escort take the Darb el Sultani (the 
Sultan's road), ordered it to follow another 
route known as the ‘“!arik el Tarif,” on which 
little water was to be found, and which took 
four days more to traverse owing to the broken 
and rocky nature of the country.

If the tribes in tha Medina district 
are more restless, their days of brigandage are 
none the less numbare}. The steady advance 
of the Hadj:z Railway, which is no», acsord- 
ing to the latest news from Syria, being once 
more pushed rapidly towards ‘Tebouk, briogs 
with it the Tarkish regular soldier and the 
Kard, or Circassian Zaptieh, before whom the 
Bedonin has given way in Syria and Petrie. 
Elusive and wily as they ave, the Bedouins of 
North Arabia aud Syria are incapable of con- 
ducting or resisting an attack with any resolu- 
tion, and, though the Em‘r el Hj reports that 
the Hedjaz tribes, who 15 years ago possessed 
no better firearms than long matchlocks and 
flint-lock muskets, are now armed to the 
extent of 50 per gent. of theit number with 
breechlosders, Mansers, and Martini Henrys 
for the most part, there is no reason to credit 
them with more military qualities than their 
northern kindred.

“Al Lewa” publishes tho following as o 
leading article by Mustapha Pacha Kamel :— 

Ths Enropegn press has been dwelling 
daring the last fon days.on the topis of Pan- 
[slamism, but mao papers strayed from the 
path of accaracy when referring to tha ques- 
tion as if Pan-Islamism aimed at stirring o 
Mohamedans against Christians, and bringing 
back such religious wars as those which in 
the past inflicted such disasters on the homan 
race and did such serious harm to its civilisa- 
tion and., prosperity. Such statements come 
only from the ignorant or the fanatical whose 
object is to excite the European nations against 
Mohamedans. If Moslems sympathiee with 
each other and require progress for their com- 
munities and states, rejoicing at every Jaudable_ 
action that elevates their government and 
glorifies their Caliphate, they do not intend to 
upset the world, nor that the Moslems should 
stand together against the Christians: their 
ideal is an advance in prosperity, and a growth 
in civilisation, such as was attained by their 
forefathers and sach as is now attained by the 
nations of Earope, Americas, and Japan. Had 
thase Western writers been animated by a 
trae and earnest love for the haman race, to see | 
the world enjoying progressive civilisation and 
prosperity; if they had really desired this (as , 
they claim) they woald have been fain to welcome | 
Pan-Islamism, which may enlighten three | 
handred millions of men or give renewed life 
to one of the most vital and powerfal members 
of the human body, and erect one of thy 
most important pillars of the world. Some 
false prophets have taken upon themselves. 
to point oat that Pan-Islamism is dangerous 
to Mosleme, and that Islam should not ba 
mentionsd except in religious matters. Bat 
they appear to havo failed to realise that 
Islam teaches men, not only their religious 
duties, but how to-eeek prosperity and make 
the best use of their lives. Conseq~ently it is 
impossible tor a Mohamedan nation to 
advance from stage to atage of progress with- 
out being guided vy the teachings of Islam. 

There is no reason why tha rise and advance 
of the Mohamedan nations should not be 
effacted by the same canses a3 those which 
cansed their fall ; and, sach being the case, the 
wise man whoadvises the Egyptian people of the 
remedies necessary for their well-being can 
address his advice eqnally well to any other 
Moslem nation ; since what appears to ba use- 
fal to us is also asefal to them. No wonder, 
then, if the Moslem nations of the world hava 
the same sympathies and the sam3 goal. 
The enemies of [s!am look with jealous eyes 
at all those Moslem peoples be anse of the 
great interest they take in the walfare of tha 
Ottoman Government, with which they syw- 
pathise ; bat had they been in our position they 
would have not hesitated to.follow our example. 
It is a matter of fact that every Moslem 
nation that loses its independence and talls in 
the handa of a Eiropean Power consoles itself 
by the existence of the Ottoman Government, 
which hss taken on itself ths daty of raising 
the Mohamedan faith, and to care and protect 
all Moslems who are everywhere attached to 
the Caliphate. 

As for the Egyptians, there are many ties 
that bind them to the Ottoman Government ; 
and in spite of their genuine patriotism and 
warm desire t) maintain the independence of 
their ‘country and secard~self-government, 
they consider their country to be as mucha 
part of the Ottonian Empire as Canada and 
Australia are of the Britizh Empire. The local 
patriotism of the Egyptians would by no means 
prevent thsir having sincere sympatby and 
goodwill for theic mother government. Papn- 
Islamiam, conseqnently, is an essential bond of 
the Mohamedan peoples, especially. the Ezyp- 
tians ; and those who look upon it asa 
dangerous policy ara only attacking hom sity 
with woapons of falsehood.

In his report on the trade of Port Said and 
Suez in 1905, Mr. Consul-General Cameron

Government railway on June 1, 1904, a new 
era of prosperity has begun for Port Said. The 
Journey to Cairo has been thortened to five

In aome articles which, Iast December, I had 
the hononr of contributing to the “Gaz tte” 
mention was made ofthe division of Architecture 
into two broad olasser, namely, the organic and 
inorganic. | was told by a scholastic fiend that 
those articles were rather too technical—an il- 
inatration of the difficulty ander which we archi. 
teats suftar. Terms fail us Our+hop and stadio 
phrases. hive become common-places in our 
mouth aud itis with difficulty that we can 
find other and more general terms, Mr. 
— Reginald Blomfield, the well-known  archi- 
tectatal writer, in the preface to his interesting 
“3tadies in Architecture’, mentions such diffi- 
culties, stating that “'the resalt has been that 
architectare, considered as an art, has dropped 
ont of the main stream of educated thought,” 
but he adds :—"‘After ali the vital interest of 
architectore is the haman interest,” wth 
which we cannot bat agree, bat while we agree 
we are bound to admit, that if anything of 
homan interest has dropped ont of the “stream 
of edacated thought” it shows also that in 
one point, at least, there is something wanting 
in “edacated thought.” . 

That this one point shold be architecture 
is ag strange as it is trae. There never was a 
time when the great architectural works of 
Egypt, of Greece, of Rome, of Europe, and 
the world generally were 80 mach viewed as at 
present ; never before were these works 80 
be-photographed, drawa, and illustrated ; 
never were handbooks and guidebooks to the 
arch:tactaral glories of the world so plentifal, 
and never wore facilities of access to and for 
study of these buildings so easy and so mach 
availed of asst tha present time. — 

To proceed with our two classes of archi- 
tectare. The inorganic form of arcbitecture 
means, simply, the posing of masses of materials 
one upon another, the stability of the resoltant 
atructare depending upon sheer weight and 
mas3 alone. A pyramid is a simple form, and 
two colamns supporting a beam is a more 
complex form of inorganic building. All build. 
ings in some measure partake of both forms, 
bat broadly and generally the Egyptian and 
Greek aty!e3 are inorgan‘c. 

The other form, the organio, is distinguished 
by the arch. Ths Egyptians osed the arch 
when constracting in brick, bat neither they 
nor the Greeks, why fullowed them, developed 
this form of architestare. It was left to the

CAPTURED BY BRIGANDS IN 
MACEDONIA. 

Mr. Philip Martia Wills, who last Jaly was 
captured by brigands in Macedonia, recently 
arrived in England, and has been relating his 
experiences. He states that he was born of 
British parenta in Constantinople and served 
in South Africa. Subsequently he entered the 
service of the Régie de ‘Tabac, the tobacco 
monopoly in ‘Turkey. He was controller of the 
tobacco cultivation in the vilayet of Mopastir 
in Macedonia. Early in July last he was cap- 
tured by Bulgarian brigands. He waa taken to 
the mountains, where he was forced to write a 
letter to the chief of the Régie de Tabac, 
enelosing letter’ to the Consul at Monastir and 
to his own brother. Those letters were not 
delivered. Mr. Wills was also forced to write 
other letters to the Consul direct and these 
were delivered. In them a demand was made 
for a ransom of 6,000 Terkish liras. The Consul, 
upon rezeipt vf the letters, went to the ‘Turkish 
authorities, who said that Mr. Wills was no 
doubt in league with the brigands. About two 
acd a half months after ths captare Mr: Wills 
had bis left ear cut off, and this was sent in a 
letter to the Consul at Monastir,with a demand 
that the ransom should be forwarded or the 
other ear and the nose of the captive would be 
cut off and sent. Upon this, Mr. Graves, the 
English Consul General for Saloniks, was sent 
to Monastir to see what could be done, but the 
negotiations with the brigands failed. Even- 
toally,sftermuch ill-treatment, Mr. Willsescsped 
on November 12 and found bis way to a village 
named Sarisvor. be Turkish authorities to k 
Mr. Wills to Re-na, whence the commandant 
of gendarmerie, who had been sent after him, 
took him to Monastir. Here, at the Vali’s 
house, the British Acting Vico-Coneul met

development. Tuese famous bailders seized | 
upon the arch and developed it in a masterly , 
fashion. They discovered the means of orga- 
nising material. With blocks of comparatively 
small size, brick or the aggregate of concrete, 
tbey spanned spaces which far exceeded tho:e 
‘ covered by the great stone slabs of the Egyp- 
tians. Under the hands of the Byzantine buil- 
ders-this form of building was developed still 
farther and in the 18th and 14th centaries 
the Gothis builders bronght it to a state of 
perfection. The short definition then would 
ron: Colomns and beams are inorganic; ar- 
ches and domes are organic. 

Now let us for a moment consider the inor- 
ganic architecture of the Greeke. In the hands 
of the Greek master masons, the trabeated, 
or column and beani, or inorganic architec- 
ture, was brought to perfection. The columns 
were beautifal in form and proportion and 
became the main featare. As it left the chisel 
of the:e wonderfal masons the colamn became 
too beaatifal to be hidden. Like everything 
else that~is beautiful. and good it had to be 
brought to the light. It was not to serve as a 
mere post, as.in the semi-light of an Egyptian 
temple, but thongh itse'f beantifal, was made 
to carry the more beantiful scalptare of the 
Greek tympanums. 

The Ezyptian used his colamn primarily to 
support the ends of his roof slabs, which. were 
too short to reach from wall to wall. ‘'rve, he 
arranged his columns in two or more symetri- 
cal rows, dividing his great walls into naves 
and. aisles. Healso decorated his column most 
‘beautifally with colour. His building, in its 
simplici'y, was a rectangle formed of massive 
walls on the exterior and rows of columns in 
the interior for the sapport of his root. 

The Greeks ‘reversed thisorder, as in the 
case of the Thesenm at Athens. They bailt a 
call or naos es & nucleons ‘ani surrounded the 
walls of it with one or more rows of columns, 
something like a verandah. Thay railed’ their 
buildings in with beantifal columns. 

Although the Greeks also used: the colamns 
in the interior of t'eir buildings thegcolomn 
became principally an external festure ; and in 
accordance with its proportion, the form of 
its bace, or the absence of a base, the decora- 
tion of its capital andcontonr of its mouldings, 
it became the index’ for ‘the discrimination of 
the style of a building. 

‘he colamn is 1o longer-a useful detail of 
architectare to be used when required, but has 
become the domineering and obtrasive master 
upon all occasions. The colaron is mach 
worshipped in Alexandria and often withoat 
reason. A column is the sign and sea! cf respec: 
tability. [tis to be seen in all kinds of positione; 
sometimes without a foundation, at others 
withont a head and cccasionally has to be 
supplied with elaborate bracketing to hold it 
np. In ning cares out of ten it is probably 
incongroous and unnecersary. If it cannot be 

had in poliehed marble it will ba built of soft 
brick and softer Mex stone, plastered over and 
painted to look like the finert vert antique. 

It shonld not te und:retood here that 
otj-ction ia offered to the painting of wood 

or stone; on the contrary, the practice ct 
the ancients my often be. followed with 
pleasing reavits in this beautifal climate. 
The Egyptians, Greeke, Romane, and Venetians 


painted their buildings on a large scale, but 


He remained there 15 days, and Mr. Wills 


alleges that, in the meantime, the Tarkish : 


authorities got the people at Resna with whom 
Mr. Wills had lodged after his escape to make 
a false declaration that a month previously he 
had come to the place fally armed as a brigand 
and had slept the night there. ‘This Mr, Wills 
emphatically denies, and says he has proved to 
the satisfaction of the British Consulate that it 
was impossible for bim to have been there at 
the time. A letter, he says, is in the hands of 
the British Consulate at Monastir, signed by 
the gendarmerie, bribing these people to make 
the declaration, the faleeness of which they 
have since admitted. As certain papers have 
cast a doubt upon Mr. Wills’s. bona fides, he 
bas made the above statement.
